It is the cxperience of probably every
Inrge oty that s alleys are the lurking
plaves, not smly of _disease, but of vice
and erlminaly. These conditions are not
as aggravaiod in Washington as clsewhere,
| yetthey prevall bere toanextentihat makes
e application of a reedy neccssary.
Clilef amvng the sources of disease In the
alicys are the dilapldatsd houses used for
dbwullings. The mbjority of these are in
an upsanliary conditdon, lacking even the
niecessnry leatures contributing to ordinary
cleanliness. They are damp and poorly
ventilsied, and when two or three fanilies
are crowded iote one of these shantics.

ALLEYS OF WASHINGTON
Protests Against a Bill Atfecting

These City Byways.

AUTHOR OF IT NOT KNOWN

Civic Conter Declares It Had Nothing
to Do With It—Cltizens Complain
That Thelr Rights Wounld Be In-
vaded—Mionor Dletrict Matters and
Dally Appointments.

The hearing glven this morning un House
bill 1987 was well attended by vwners and
others Interested, who called Lo enler a
protest lusithe 4 of L

The objections were siated at great
length, and were principally vponm the
Erounds that the greater part of the invest-
meat in alley lols apd improvements had
becn autborized by the District, aml to now
proceed to destroy that property would be
an arbitrary act of great injustice.

The bill apd varlous suggestd amend-
meots were read. Among Lhese lust were
several proposed by Assistant Engineer
Commissioner Flebeger, changing section 1,
as outlined ln Tue Mormning Times of wday,
40 as to horize the Commiss) . Wit~
out suggestion from the bealth officer, to
acuire the land oecessary for alley ex-
Lemsion,

It provides that when, in the judgment of
Wi Commitastoners, iL DECOmEs necessary 10
public health or safety, and upon the petl-
tion of more than ope-half of the real estate
owners, they shall, in the pame of the Pis-
trict, secure by purchase or condemnaiion
the necessary lands to bave alle ys ron from
street 1o street.

THE ACTUAL EFFECT.

It 13 Coapt. Filebegers opinion that,
while the apparent effect of sectlon 3 of
the Bl is 1o decrease the nomber of alleys,
Its actaal effect, assuming that the appro-
priations are to e continued from sear to
year, will e to Increase the pumber.

Construction of alley houses, he adds,
was practically prohibited in 1853, when
i owas made uniawiul to erect or place o
dwelling on an alley of less than 30 feet
in width and not supplicd with sewerage,
water naadne, and Yiett, and also proldbited
e placing of a house on an alley which
does not Tun stralght through the square.

foot.

e statesd that section 3 of the
propose] enactawent would practically con-
flscpte the alley proporty. He did not be-
Leve the Commissioners shoukl be nuthor-
fze] to de ansthing of that kind, as (@ would
be o very great injustioe, especinlly as in
his judgment adequate compensalion is not
provided for.

Gen. Lippitt addes! te what had been mald
with the [oriher stateiment that the m-
provements in alleys wonkl aggregale an
trumense amount, He appearcd not for hime-
seif, s he vl Do investments in such
property. but ennwe In behall of actual prop-
erty hollers and the ooccupants of alley
zses, He nsked what the effect wioakl be
of alaw o prevent repalrstosuch structures,
It was an nnheard-of amd anprecedented
provision of law, arbitrary and ohlection-
able for many rensons. Thi hiuses are 00
cupied muinly by the poor amnd largely by
colorl piople.  Repoits are as  essentlal
to their demiciles as 10 other dwdlings.
Gien. Lippiti's argument was lengthy and
Loversd a great many points, It was sup-
plemoented by Mr. Morse's address  ad
by the filing of sundry papers In protest.

“Alley lots are laid out io muany instanees
in the center Oof sguares, In sODe CRSes
provided with their own rear alicys that
have Leen dedicated to and sccepted by
thie District. These cannot Jawfully be
reantiexed. The improvements made upon
them are of a sulbstantial character.
Addresses were also mude by Rev. Dr.
B, M. Newman, F. L. Biddons aund Miss Kate
Hosmer, the latter being particularly ap-
plicahle.

Miss Hosmuer sald that experience in every
large city, here and abroad, shows the ne-
cessity for such habilatioas and she advo-
catxl thelr refention, adding thatl instead
of driving the occupania out, provision
should be made for a betler class of houses
for them.
